Denfeld’s team proved to be a consistent 
winner in the early part of the season. 
Using a slow, deliberate offense, aided by 
the extra height of forwards, McNamara 
and Johnson, they easily defeated most of 
their early-scheduled opponents. Before the 
Christmas tournament, in which Denfeld was 
runner up to Cathedral, they suffered only 
a one-point loss to Cloquet and a 57-24 defeat 
to Coleraine.

The first two games were won by Denfeld 
with victories over Superior Central and 
St. Paul Monroe. These two victories were 
soon nullified by losses to Duluth Central 
and Hibbing on successive nights. Then 
after a close victory over Carlton, Denfeld 
absorbed three more losses before getting 
back into the win-column with a one-pointer 
over Proctor. The next game was with the 
strong Two Harbors team who downed 


Denfeld 41-33 in the only game that Denfeld 
met them. The last two scheduled games 
were victories over Morgan Park and Cloquet. 


The final standings in the Big Six showed 
Denfeld in 3rd place with a percentage of 
.556, while in Big Ten Competition they 
were tied with Central for 3rd with .571. 


In the District 26 Tournament Denfeld 
defeated Proctor 38-25 in the first round but 
lost to Cenral 31-37. Central later went on 
to win the championship by defeating Two 
Harbors. 


The captaincy was ably managed by Odd 
Lee who started the games at guard with 
either Hendrickson or Randall. First team
